Peixoto's Minister of Marine Resigns 
—The Rebel Admiral Unable to 
Laud in Rio Bay. 

London, Jan, 5. — In tho Houbo to-day 
further questions wero asked regarding tho 
situation ut Rio and tho proteotiou afforded 
British intoreata. Hon, U. K. Shuttle- 
worth, secretary of tho admiralty, replied 
that Fugland had a groater number of BhipB 
there than any other country. Sir Aah- 
mead IHrtlett asked : " Uo you imply that 
tho British squadron at Rio is stronger in 
point of armament than any other squadron 
there ! I aak tho question," ho udded, 
" becauso ships representing ono of the naval 
powers thore aro twice as strong as tho 
British ships." Tho aocrotary replied that 
tho admiralty was of tho opinion that tho 
British force at Rio de Janeiro waa suiiicicnt 
to perforin its duty. 

Kio dk JANEIRO, Jan. 5. — Yollow fever 
season has set in hero. Two cases ot tho 
disease and one death were reported to-day. 
Shore loavo of all members of foreign war 
ships now in tho harbor hua been stopped. 
It is reported that tho two cruisers 
Nicthoroy and America, and two torpedo 
bouts, have left l'crnambuco for Monte- 
video to join Peiioto'a loyal ships here. 
Thoy aro expected to arrive soon. Tho 
resignation of Seaor Chaves, Peixoto's 
minister of marine, cauBed much comment. 
Cuming aB it did just when a great naval 
conflict was oxpectcd at any time, it did 
conBidoiablo damuge to tho Government 
cause in public estimation. Rear Admiral 
Coalho Koto waa appointed yesterday to fill 
tho position. 

Montkvidko, Jan, 5. —News from the 
Rio Grande do Sul frontier saya that 
General Hippolyto haB abandoned tho city 
of Santa Ana, and all tho Castilhiata 
families there have left and gone to Riviora. 
Gen. Raffael Cabda, with 3,1)00 men has Bet 
out to moot Hippolyto's forcos and givo 
them battle. 

Lisbon, Jan. 5. — The fight that occurred 
at Rio Negro, in tho state of Santa Catha- 
rina, between Government forces and the 
insurgents, resulted in favor of the Govern- 
ment soldiers, Tho insurgents loBt forty 
killed aud nineteen prisoners. Tho date on 
which tho ongagoment took place was not 
given. A number of guns and a quantity 
of munitions of war wero captured by tho 
Govornment forces. Tho dispatch adds 
that on December 15, 1G and 1/ tho insur- 
gent war ships Amazonas, Guanabara, La- 
muua, Tumudaro and Jupiter bombarded 
Rio, many persons being killed and 
wounded. 

Nkw York, Jan. 5. — Tho following cablo 
from the Brazilian minister of foreign af- 
fairs has just been received : Rio do Ja- 
neiro, Jan. 4. — Tho statements circulated 
in Europe relative to tho position of the 
rebel squadron under Saldanha da Gama 
uro falae. Impartial observers of the insur- 
rection and foreigners resident in Brazil feel 
that tho government of Marechal Floriano 
ia perfectly strong, while da Gama, even if 
ho wished to land forces at any point on 
Rio bay, is unable to do so, owing to tho 
lack of men. Statements inimical to tho 
established government of Brazil aro circu- 
lated in Europe, probably by speculators 
who deBiro for their personal ends to de- 
preciate Brazil's credit. The report that 
da Gama had succeeded in effecting a land- 
ing at the custom houso in this city, which 
would enable him to support the safe land- 
ing of 8,000 troops who aro said to ho daily 
expected from Santa Catarina, is also un- 
true. 

The Welsh bark Antic arrived from Per- 
uamhuco this morning. Her captain says 
tho soldiers of 1'ernamhuco aro a blood- 
thirsty lot and neglect no opportunity to ex- 
hibit their cruelty. Cavalry and infantry 
patrol the atreets and ride down any groups 
of men they see. Tho whole town, ho Bays, 
iu favorable to Mello, and would declare for 
him if it were not for fear of the brutal 
soldiery. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 — A telegram re- 
ceived ut tho navy department reports the 
arrival of tho cruiser San Pranciaco at 
IUhia, Brazil, thia morning. She will prob- 
ably sui! from Bahia to-day and proceed to 
Rio. 



PACIFIC CABLE. 



Sandford Fleming's Interview With Lord 
Ripon Unavoidably Postponed— Imper- 
ial Urant Wanted. 

LotfUON, January 5. — Sir Charles Tupper 
and Sandford Fleming, CMC, had made 
arrangements for an interview to-day with 
tho Marquis of Ripon, seorotary of state for 
tho colonies, in regard to the British cable 
between Canada and Australia, about tho 
promotion of which Mr. Fleming interested 
himself in his late trip to tho antipodes. 
Tho Marquis of Ripon is unwell to-day, 
howovor, and the conference had to bo post- 
poned. Thero ia groat reason to believe 
that tho Colonial Seoretaty favors tho grant- 
ing of a subsidy to tho project by tho Imper- 
ial Govornment. 

Hawaiian Correspondence. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 —Revised, correct- 
ed and completo copies of tho Hawaiian 
correspondence, transmitted to Congreaa 
with tho President's mesiugo of December 
18, have been receivod from tho Gov- 
ernment printing ollico, and havo beon 
"aid before tho Houso committeo on Foreign 
Affairs. Tho volume, in its completed and 
corrected form, contains a number of in- 
teresting and important communications 
from and to Minister Willis, which wore 
searched for in vain in tho voluminous and 
confused batch of correspondence luid heforo 
both Houses with tho President's message. 



Haimm Again Disturbed. 

Auckland, N.Z., Jan. 5. — Advices re- 
ceived horo from Apia, tho capital of 
Samoa, show that sinco the departure of 
tho warships from Apia tho natives have 
again become rostloas, and furthor trouble ia 
feurod. 

Turks Hrlvcn From Albanln. 

Vif.nna, Jan. 5. — The Albanian triboa 
havo driven tho Turkish oflioiala from their 
country. Tho Porte has sent two battalions 
to restore ordor. 



SERIOUS STORMS. 

Tho North Sfa and tho Baltic as well as the 
Adriatic the Scene. 

London, Jan. 5.— Despatches received 
hero from tho North Seo and Baltic ports, 
yesterday, Btate that a furious Btorm ia 
raging. The indications aro that tho whole 
of Northern Europe is affected. A large 
fleet of veBBola ia lying weather-bound at 
tho mouth of tho Thames. 

Pahis, Jan. 5 — Tho weather, last oven 
ing became colder and tho river Seine waa 
covered with thick ice. The trainB arrived 
hours behind tinio, tho delay being caused 
by water freezing in tho feed-pipes of tho 
engines, 

VIENNA, Jan. 5 — Telegrams received 
oarly last ovuuing from Triesto said that the 
blizzard thero had not abated. It was the 
worst storm that tho city has experionoed 
for ten years. More than fifty accidents 
have been reported sinco noon. All the 
trains had been delayed and tho delivery of 
mails had beon suspended. Traffic both by 
sea and land was stopped early in tho aftor- 



DASTARDLY MUllDEIl. 

Three Young Men of the Best Fami 
lies in Venezuela the 
Perpetrators. 



The Instrument of Their Fraudulent 
Deeds Made Away With to 
Secure Silence. 



Caracas, Venezuela, Dec. 28. — This 
dreamy little city haB been aroused by one 
of tho moat atrocious crimes over committed 
in a civilized country, the participants be- 
ing not ignorant Indians, as is generally the 
case, but three young men belonging to one 
of tho most distinguished families in tho 
Republjc. All Caracas is wild, for no ono 
dreamed that tho three social lions of this 
season wore tho criminals for whom tho Ven- 
ezuelan authorities havo been vainly socking 
for two months. Early in Novombor, a 
boy by the name of Robert O. Rodriquez 
presented three checks at tho Bank of 
Venezuela, bearing tho name Hellmud & Co. 
Tho drafts omounted to §-10,000, and wore 
honored without question. Tho next day 
tho forgery was discovered and a search in- 
stituted for the boy. As it waa impossible 
to find him, the authorities assumed that 
ho had succeeded in escaping from 
the country. Thero tho matter 
had reBted until loBt night, when 
cries of " murder I" help," were heard 
issuing from an old vacant house. Investi- 
gation revealed tho following story : 
Rodriquez, at ono time a servant in Cara- 
cas, was not alone in this crime, but merely 
tho tool of two brothers, Gabriel and Manuel 
F. Lugo, and their uncle, Francisco Lugo. 
This trio, it seemed, conceived and executed 
tho forgery, promising a largo sum to 
Rodriquez if ho would present the checks 
at tho bank. After the money had 
been obtained they paid tho boy S100, 
promising moro as soon aB it could bo ar- 
ranged for him to leave tho country. At 
the same time Rodriquez was concealed in a 
house in the lower part of tho city, and was 
visi'od by hie fashionable accessories from 
time to time. The boy Boon grew tired of 
his confinement and so informed tho LugoB. 
It waa thia that caused them to conceive tho 
dastardly crime of last night. 

" Rodriqudz must be done away with at 
all coats," they said, and so about 8 
o'clock Gabriol and Manuel Lugo drove to 
his house in a coach, and informed him 
that tho polico wero on his track, and if ho 
wished to bo saved to come immediately 
with them, kindly offering as a sanctuary 
an old houao of thoirs that was 
unoccupied. Tho frightened boy hur- 
riedly obeyed his Buppoaed frienda 
and jumped into the carriage, half dressed. 
Aa soon aa thoy reached the building, which 
Was in tho moat faahionable part of the city, 
ho was pushed in the coach, ordered away 
and the door of tho houso was locked. 
Rodriquez was surprised to hear Manuel 
conversing in a low voice with some one in the 
court yard of tho house. His suspicions wero 
quickly revived when Francisco Lugoentcred 
with Manuel and proposed that they all 
have a little brandy, aa Rodriquez seemed 
to bo exhausted from the oxcitoment. 
When the boy put tho glass to his lipa he 
detected the smell of burnt abnonda and re- 
fuaed to drink, declaring that he 
believed they had put Prussic acid 
in hia glaaa to poison him. Tho LugOB 
protested that ho did them an injustice. 
Aa an evidence of good faith they handed 
him their revolvers, which Rodriquez placed 
on tho table. In an instant tho light waa 
blown out, and tho boy waa attacked 
from behind with daggers. Rushing 
toward the table ho succeeded in grasping 
a rovolvor and began firing in tho 
dark. Two of tho Lugos woro wounded, 
but Gabriel succeeded in jumping ovor the 
fence into an adjoining yard. By this time 
the polico had been utLraeted by the hoiso 
and broke in tho outer door. They found 
tho ground covered with blood, Rodriquez 
fatally injured by numborlesa dagger 
thrusts, and Francisco and Manuel 
Lugo lying upon tho floor. In 
tho yard waa a grave already dug 
for Rodriquez, showing the most 
cold blooded premeditation, A neighbor, 
in v.-hose house Gabriol was caught while 
endeavoring to wash the blood from hia 
hands, says that early in the evening hn 
saw a porson going in with a shovel, pick 
and ropes. When asked what ho was going 
to do, tho man replied that ho had rented 
the house and waa about to move in. 



STmi Klolliig In Sicily. 

PALERMO, Jan. 6. — The establishment cf 
martial law in Sicily has not had tho de- 
sired effect, owing to tho disorderly ele- 
ment. At Marino a bloody riot occurred 
to-day. A band estimated at 9,000 started 
to loot tho town ; tho troopB tired upon 
them, and .'10 rioters wero killed and 50 
wounded.

The annual ball given by tho Caledonian 
Society takes place this year on the 2jth 
inst., in the Opera House. A strong com- 
ruitteo has been appointed to make all ar- 
rangements, and it is their intention to 
make the ball one of the best yet given by 
tho sociuty. 

D-iring 1893 tho number of cases dealt 
with at the Police court, including both 
city and provincial olfences, waa 448. Of 
the total 234 wore " drunkB," incapable, 
disorderly and otherwise. Thero were 74 
-charges of supplying liquor to Indiana and 
having it in possession on Indian premises. 
The fines from thcBo lattor casos amounted 
to a little over $4,800, and with tho pro- 
coeds of tho sale of tho confiscated steutner 
Iua, to nearly §6,000. Thirty-.threo casos 
of larctny, twenty-eight of vagrancy, twenty- 
three of assault, and twenty-ono breaches 
of tho peace, helped to swell tho list. There 
was one caso of bigamy, one of selling boer 
without license, and threo under tho Sun- 
day Closing Act. 

The inquest on tho death of David Hop- 
kinB, who was fatally injured in No. 1 pit 
yestorday, occupied tho wholo day. A most 
thorough imesligatiou was made, it being 
clearly shown that tho accident waa duo to 
tho caroleasneBS of tho deceased, who, in 
"breaking," had not used the prop erectod 
for tho purposo but another Bmaller one, 
loss securely fixed. Tho jury's vordfet was : 
" Wo find that David Hopkins was killed in 
tho incline of tho No. 3 level, No. 1 shaft, 
Esplanado, on tho 4th day of January, 1894, 
by reaaon of hia using a wrong prop in 
breaking cars down tho incline, which prop 
was pulled out and cauBed hia doath, and 
that there is no one to blamo. Wo recom- 
mond that a littlo more caution should bo 
used by tho men working in tho mine and 
thote directing them, aB to what props to 
use in loworing cars nfc tho incline. " 

A meeting of former underground cm- 
ploycB of tho East Wellington colliery was 
held to-day to discuss tho question of future 
employment. It was resolved to ask Sup- 
erintendent Robins, of the Now Vancouver 
•Coal Co, to lot them go to work in the 
Northfield mino. Tho committee appointed 
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to lay tho request before him waited upon 
Mr. Robina this afternoon. They were 
courteously received, but informod that, 
owing to tho fact of bo many of tho com- 
pany's regular haudu being out of work, it 
was impoBsiblo to promise thorn immediate 
employment. 

PUBLIC SAFETY IMPERILLED. 

John C. Walker, of Esquimau Bond, Convict- 
ed and Pined for a llreacli of tho 
Streots By-Law. 

John C. Walker, of tho Esquimalt road, 
was, in the City Police court yosterday, 
charged with having violated a corporation 
by-law by discharging firearms within tho 
city limits. Tho otrenco was committed at 
alato hour on New Year's night, when Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Croft were passing the rosi- 
donco of the defendant on thoir way homo 
from tho city. Mr. Croft brii fly atuted tho 
circumstances of tho caso, and then a brother 
of tho defendant and a lodger in his house 
gave evidence. Their story waa that they 
wero on tho look-out for chicken thieves and 
thought they wero about. Tho defendant, 
being accustomed to firearms, took tho rille, 
a .44 Marlin, from hia brother, whilo tho 
latter wont to a ground- floor window and 
showed a light with a reflector, which 
acted somewhat aa a searchlight for the 
benefit of the brother at tho upper window. 
The latter hold tho rifle in both hands, and 
pointing to tho south, and at 
the same time opened tho window ; 
this was positively sworn to by tho ledger, 
who, though it was dark and ho was in bed 
some distanco away, waa quite sure as to 
tho position of affairs. Tho riflo, while tho 
window was boiiu; opened, was discharged 
accidentally, and Mr. Croft immediately 
appeared on the soene to inquire what the 
shooting wus for. Ho was told that tho ritlo 
went off accidentally, and replied, "Acci- 
dentally be d— d ; " but for this impolite 
observation the defendant says he would 
have called and apologized to him tho fol- 
lowing day. 

John C. Walker, tho defendant, when 
asked if ho would bo sworn or preferred to 
make a statement without entering tho 
box, choso tho latter, and briefly reviewed 
tho facts as narrated by tho other witnesses. 
His reasons for pleading not guilty were, he 
said, becauso tho rillo was not 
intentionally discharged ; becauso tho 
Colonist, in referring to tho affair, 
had " mado him out one of tho biggest 
seoundrola and would-bo-murdcrera tho 
country had ever Been," and becauso lie 
didn't see how tho di3chf.rgo of tho riflo 
could bo a violation of tho Streets by-law. 
Mr. Croft ho had not the slightest desiro to 
injure ; he had never seen him outside the 
Legislative hall ; and his (Walker's) char- 
acter was well known not to bo that of a 
scoundrel. Tho Bhooting, ho explained in 
conclusion, " waB not dono with tho inten- 
tion of injuring Mr. Croft or anyone elso, 
but tho suppo8ed chicken thioveB." Ho 
(Walker) was on his knees boforo tho win- 
dow at the timo and tho riflo could not, 
whilo ho waa in that position, bo so aimed 
aa to do any damugo. 

Mr. Croft said that ho had no desire to 
appear vindictive, and folt in no way harshly 
towards the defendant. It was a dangerous 
practice, however, for anyone to diachargo 
a .44 rifle in such closo proximity to tho 
streets and tho homes of citizena ; it was 
dangerous to the public Bafety. 

In giving judgment, Magistrate Macrao 
said that ho felt bound to acquit the de- 
fendant of intent to injure Mr. Croft per- 
sonally, but without doubt ho should bo 
held guilty of tho breach of the city by-law 
charged. Mr. Croft had dona a public ser- 
vice in bringing the matter forward. Men 
who used their weapons aH this riflo had 
been used did so at their peril; no one sus- 
pected Mr. Walker of intent to commit a 
murder, but he had no right to shoot even 
at a supposed chicken thiof. Tho penalty 
imposed was a fine of $20. As Mr. Croft 
was leaving tho court room, His Honor de- 
tained him for a moment until ho thanked 
him from the bonch for having in tho public 
interost brought the matter boforo tho 
proper authorities.

Much Important Uusiupss Diacusst'd 
at the Quarterly General Meet- 
ing Jlelil Yesterday. 



Freight Kates From the East— Laud- 
lord and Teuant— Proposed Iu- 
solvency Legislation. 



Tho quarterly k 0110 ™! mooting of tho 
British Columbia Board of Trade whb hold 
yc3terday afternoon, in tho board rooms, 
boing openod at 3.30 p.m., with tho presi- 
dent, A. C. Fiumerfolt, in tho chair, and 
tho following membors also present : Dr. 
J. S. Helmeken, R. H. Hall, M.P.P.j Rob- 
ert Wart], E. E. Wootton, J. H. Todd, C. 

E. Ronouf, R. Erskine, F. B. Gregory, H. 
E. Connon, 0. LeiBer, H. F, Hoisterinan, F. 
J. Claxton, T. S. Fatohor and F. Elworthy, 
keorotary. 

A communication from the secretary of 
tho Canadian committee of tho Midwinter 
Fair, repeating tho request formorly inado 
for portraits of tho presidont of tho Board 
of Trade and other prominent men of 
Victoria, to adorn the walls of tho Canadian 
building, was referred to the Council. 

Literature respecting tho Antwerp exhibi- 
tion, forwarded by X. R. Smith, Belgian 
consul-general, was received and filed. 

The following letter to the socrolary was 
referred to tho Council. 

Town Hall, Melbouknh, 

November 17, 1893. 

Dear Sir : — Since my last letter to you 
of the 17th ult. , in regard to the Tasmunian 
exhibition, Mr. Mackenzie Bowell, your 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, haa 
visited Melbourne, and I have had the 
pleasuro of an, interview with him on the 
subject. I h:ivo supplied him with all par- 
ticulars respecting the exhibition, together 
with information as to Tasmaniau trade in 
general, and pointed out that a representa- 
tion by Canada at tho exhibition would bo a 
practical method of introducing your manu- 
factures to Australia, and would ho a desir- 
able oourao in following up tho object of his 
visit here. Mr. Bowell exproBBed himself 
as boing favorable to tho proposal, and said 
that ho would tr-itr tho subject under tho 
notice of the Canadian Gov«rnment and the 
Chamber of Manufactures on hi; return. 
What the outcome of this will bo I cannot 
say, but in any caso the 'action already 
taken by you in bringing tho matter before 
the commercial community of British 
Columbia will be of material aasistanco to- 
wards attaining tho end in viow, and, more- 
over, your port being the chief outlet and 
inlet of Canadian trade, in tho evont of an 
interchange of commerce being opened up, 
your people should benefit to a great extent 
thereby. Trusting that you will still con- 
tinue to use your endeavors to bring thiB 
about, J am, youra faithfully, 

W. G. Andrewartha. 

A looter from Mr. H. T. Ceperley for the 
Vancouver Board of Trade, respecting the 
tax on mortgages and enclosing a petition 
for signature, was received and referrod to 
Council, tho petition, if approved of, to be 
placed in the Merchants' Exchango for 
signature. 

The Minister of Finance, Hon. J. H. Tur- 
ner, wrote acknowledging the receipt of tho 
resolution of tho Board respecting the tax on 
mortguges, ond promising full consideration; 
he remarked, however, that ho did not 
agrco with the three reasons given in the 
resolution. 

Hon. Robert Baaven, M.P.P., wroto ac- 
knowledging the resolution, and I)r. G. L. 
Milne, M. P. P., also acknowledged it and 
promised it support. 

Jas. Huddart, of the Canadian-Australian 
Steamship Line, wroto in acknowledgment 
of tho resolution of tho Board of the 19th 
September, and also tho cable message, and 
proceeded : "The subject matter recoived 
from the first my attention, though I have 
not answered you previoualy." 

The letter was filed, one member remark- 
ing that from its brevity, Mr. Huddart 
appeared to bo busy. 

The following communication was received 
and filed : 

London, November 123, 1S93. 

Bear Sir :— I am in receipt of your favor 
of tho Slat ult., transmitting the report of 
your board's standing committeo on fisheries 
and in reforenco thereto your committeo is 
quite right in supposing that tho proposit- 
ion has been made direct to tho different 
canners on tho FraBer. So far I have heard 
only from Mr. J. H. Todd, one of your 
board, who is willing to contribute the 
bonuses on account of his canneries. I have 
also heard from Mr. Dumbleton (Mr. Zing- 
ler'a solicitor), who, with the Hon. J. H. 
Turner, has approached tho different cannera 
on this subject, and I understand from 
him that without any exception the 
canners are willing to do 'heir part. I had 
an interview with Mr. 7. ngler yesterday, 
who, teeing that ho cannot succeed in gel- 
ting for his company a municipal guurautee 
for the Liouuaes of tho canners, is now ac- 
tively engaged in forming his company up- 
on the present understanding, as ho is most 
desirous to havo everything in readinefes in 
time for next season. In your last pjra- 
graph you are mistaken in supposing that 
Mr. Zingler ever contemplated your board 
guaranteeing tho stock of his company. 

H. C. Beeto.v, 
Agent-General for B. C. 

Copies of tho second and third reports of 
tho Board, preBcnted by C. E. Redfern in 
respouBo to the request recently sent out, 
wero acknowledged with thanks. Copies 
of tho first report only are now needed to 
comploto two more sots. 

Robert Ward inquired if any communi- 
cation hud been received by the Board from 
the Fisheries department with reapect to 
the now regulations. 

The President replied in tho negative. 

F. J. Claxton aaid that Dr. Milne, 
M.P.P., had handed him a copy which ho 
had received from the department, at 
Ottawa, stating that all tho other members 
of tho Legislature had received copies with 
the request for suggestions. 

After further discussion it was reaolved 
on motion of F. li. Gregory, that the Secre- 
tary should wrilo to the department for in- 
formation. 

C. E. Reuouf said ho understood that 
Mr. Belyea waa to have been preseut at 
this meeting to introduce a resolution on 
the auhject of tlio relationship between 
landlord and tenant. He thought it was a 
matter calling for immediato attention, us 
under tho present law a landlord couid 
allow his rent to run for an indefinite 
periud, and then claim tho Btock, having a 
preference over all other creditors. 

G. Leiser said ho was informed that in 
Ontario they had a very good law limiting 
tho landlord's right. 

F. B. Gregory aaid this waB the case, tho 
act giving the Lndlord all tho security no- 
cceBury. He felt that tho privilego which 
the British Columbia landlord now had of 
taking goods not belonging to tho tenant, 
but porhups to a lodger, should noaBe, us it 
worked injuatico to innocent people who 
had no pcasiblo means of protecting them- 
selves. As to tho landlord's prior claim for 



rnnt, ho would havo no objection to allow 
this to romain to a limited and reasonable 
extent, but not aa at present, and he 
thought that tho L"H'sUturo should bo 
m-morializ d on the eubjjot. 

The President mentioned a caBo in point 
where a furniture dealer sold tho complete 
furnishings for a hotel or lodging house and 
B3curod himself by a chattel mortgage, but 
subsequently had to pay §1,200 rent to got 
back his own furniture. Ho had heard also 
;t another similar oase. 

Mr. Gregory moved that a committoo bo 
appointed to ait with the Council to draft a 
b II dealing with tho Bubjoct. He thought 
it hotter to draft tho bill than morely to 
pass a resolution on the subject. 

R. H. Hall, M.P.P., agreod with this 
suggestion, as ho thought the bill should 
oomo from a private member rather than 
from tho Government, in order to secure the 
cordial support of the Opposition. 

Tho resolution carried and the chairman 
named J. H. Todd, A. L. Bolyoa, H. D. 
Helmckon, H. S. Mas.on, H. F. Heisterman 
and J. Sehl, romurking that a variety of 
interests would bo represented on this com- 
mitteo. 

Tho president suggested that tho subject 
of lights and buoys should bo brought up 
ogain, as though in consequence of a former 
report tho engineer of the Murine depart- 
ment had como out hero hia recommenda- 
tions had not been carried out. 

'Robert Ward agreed with tho suggestion, 
pointing out that whereas it is stated by tho 
Marine department that tho EuBtern coaBt 
of Canada is tho best lighted in the world, 
the Western coast is, on the contrary, tho 
worst. Ho thought tho members of Parlia- 
ment from thia district should bo requested 
to preaa this matter upon tho Government 
with a viow to having tho suggoatioua of 
their own ongiuoor carried out. 

The matter of Insolvency wub another 
which Mr. Ward thought tho membera 
should bring up at Ottawa. Ho aaid trude 
wua very injuriously affected by tho entiro 
absence of legislation on this subject. Tho 
Provincial Legislature had very frequently 
urged it, and there waa a Btereotyped peti- 
tion which the Board might send forward as 
of yore. 

The Presidont Baid he had noticed that 
one of the Ministora stated in Montreal that 
it was the intention of tho Govornment to 
introduce an insolvency bill at tho coming 
session. It had been stated there that tho 
absence, of insolvency legislation very seri- 
ously impaired tho credit of Canudiun mer- 
chants with foreign firmB. 

J. H. Todd felt confident that the Gov- 
ernment would tako up tho subject at tho 
fiming session, and ho, therefore, thought 
tho Buard ahould have a conferenco with tho 
members bolor? thoy left for Ottawu. 

Mr. Ward thought it would bo well for 
tho Secretary to address a letter to the 
mombers informing them that the subjects 
of the lights and buoya and insolvency had 
been discussed. 

Mr. Todd suggested that tho Secrotary 
should telegraph to Ottawa for a copy of tho 
bill, which ho understood had boon alroady 
printed. 

R. H. Hall, M.P.P., brought up the 
matter of transportation, stating that tho 
tariff rates of the railways were such that 
neither Victoria nor Vancouver could supply 
cortain British Columbia points on terms aa 
favorable as those offered by Eastern cities. 
Winnipeg, for instance, could aupply canned 
goods cheaper than Vancouver could, the 
favored position of tho former city being 
secured by the activity of its board of trade. 
Ho found that the Canadian Pacific railway 
was quite willing to ao arrange matters that 
British Columbia's needs could he supplied 
by British Columbia merchants, and ho 
thought a committeo should bo appointed 
to atudy the tariff ratea so aa to put our citiea 
in a better poaition to compote on equal 
terms with Eaatern merchants. Somo auch 
move waa necessary if thia Province was to 
retain the trade with tho Kootonay dis- 
trict, for instanco, in any articles which 
could be imported from the East. Ho 
moved the appointment of a committee on 
the subject. 

Robert- Ward seconded this resolution, aa 
bethought that if tho facta were aa atated 
by Mr. Hall tho matter waa ouo of the 
gravot importance to tho Province 

G. Leisor said another point, the differ- 
ence in rates for shipments to Vancouver 
and to Victoria, had been brought up before 
at hia inBtunce, but ho waa sorry to say it 
had not been properly understood by thoBo 
who spoke on it. He thought that in the 
present instance it would bo found a very 
difficult matter to fix tho ratea ao that the 
desired object could he secured, but that 
the C.P.R. might well bo approached on tho 
subject. 

Mr. Hall said his main object waa to find 
out what points could really bo considered 
aB tributary to tho chief citiea of thia prov- 
ince, so that tho trado thero could be re- 
tained. 

H. F. Heisterman urged that tho Board 
should make an effort to aecuro equal terma 
from tho Northern Pacific or tho Great 
Northern railway, ao far aa tho Kootenay 
trade was concerned. 

H. E. Connon aaid tho chief placo where 
Victoria now Buffered wus in the Kootenay 
district, where the Winnipeg end had the 
advantage. 

The President said it seemed to him to bo 
to tho interest of tho 0. P. R. to meet tho 
wishes of the Bourd in thiB matter, becaueo 
at present a great deal of the freight for 
the Kootenay camo from tho Euat over tho 
American lines. 

A committee consisting of R. H. Hall, 
M.P.P., J. H. Todd, G. LeiBer, D. R. Kor 
and F. J. Claxton \vu8 appointed to deal 
with the subject and make recommenda- 
tions. 

On motion of C. E. Rcnouf, seconded by 
H. F. Heisterman, tho by-lawB wero so 
amended that agents of all transporta- 
tion companies will be accorded 
tho privilego of transferring mem- 
berships to their successors, hitherto 
enjoyed by other incorporated financial, 
commercial or manufacturing institutions, 
Tho immediato effect of thia ia to make Geo. 
L. Courtney, of tho C.P.R., and G. A. 
Giffen, of R. G. Dun & Co., membera of the 
board. 

H. F. Heisterman moved that an appro- 
priation of S100 bo made for the purpose of 
procuring creditable photographic views of 
tho city of Victoria and sending them to 
Sydney, Brisbane, Melbourne, and other 
places in Australia where this city did not 
r.ppeur to be known. Ho thought a few 
such photographs poated up in thoao cities 
would prove a valuablo advertisement to 
Victoria. 

The President said tho suggestion was 
undoubtedly u. valuable one, but tho motion 
was out of order, no notice having been 
given, 

Mr. Renouf suggeBtod that tho attention 
of the Marino and Fisheries department at 
Ottawu bo called to the fact thut tho San 
Pedro wreck bad lain ot tho entrance to 
Victoria harbor for more than two year?, 
and that they ask to have it removed. He 
thought great injury had been done to tho 
port from the manner in which thia wreck 
hud been pointed out to jtrangera. The 
aubjoot had been brought forcibly to his 
attention by tho receipt of a letter from a 
San Frauciaco gentleman, aaking for a 
photograph of the San Pedro, which he had 
seen on tho way from AlaBka, und who 
Baid it had impressed bin) as a sad sight.

VICTORIA'S SBWBR ACIH SYSTEM. 

For a number of years tho nowerago 
system of Victoria has been a Bubjoct pro- 
ductive of more discussion in tho news- 
papers, in the CiLy Council and on the plat- 
form, than probably any other occupying 
the attention of tho eitizfcus during tho same 
or a similar period. It is safe to say, too, 
that no other subject uffoeting tho health 
and well-being of tho community is ol 
greater moment. It is one, howevor, re- 
garding which tho greatest diversity of 
opinion has existed and still exists. From 
the extensivo area to be covered and tho 
neceBsurily expensive nature of tho work to 
be performed, for successful and complete 
accomplishment, it was, no matter what 
system of carrying it out might have been 
adopted, ono requiring the moat careful and 
skilful consideration. Tho permanency of 
tho undertaking mude it absolutely essen- 
tial that no mistake should ho mado in tho 
principle of construction or the'. mode of 
giving it effect. 

As every person in Victoria is aware, a 
Bystem was inaugurated after maturo and 
very careful deliberation, and to a certain 
oxtont carried to completion. Now that) 
tho system has boen for somo timo under 
review, and has given rise to animated 
and somewhat acrimonious discussion, and 
aa the conduct of the wholo matter must ou- 
ter into tho issues of the present municipal 
campaign, it is desirable to state tho consid- 
erations which should affect tho verdict of 
the people. As is usual, in a question of 
this kind, which involves special knowledge, 
r. giciit deal of misconception has arisen and 
much has been stated that can only be ex- 
plained on tho assumption that it proceeded 
from prejudice, factious opposition or 
lack of knowledge of the subject. 

It is difficult to deal publicly with what 
must bo decided by expert ovideuco and 
professional advice. Sewerage is purely 
and simply an engineering problem, and tho 
test of efficiency of any system, in the eyes 
of laymen, can only bo tho success following 
oomplotion, assuming that it has been car- 
ried to completion on the lines laid down in 
tho engineer's recommendations. Only 
demagogues affect to know all about a sub- 
ject, the requirements to a full understand- 
ing of which aro special training and long 
study. 

The present syBtem of sowerago in Vic- 
toria has been freely criticized on several 
scores by a number of laymen. Aa has been 
pointed out, assuming them to have been 
wholly disinterested in their judgment, 
which in cases may bo fairly questioned, 
they cannot be accepted as tho best judges. 
The system, which is known as tho " separ- 
ate " system, has been condemned as inade- 
quate, as too expensive and aa badly con- 
structed. To all of theao statements, and 
they aro simply statements unsupported by 
any shadow of proof or the opinion of a 
single authority on hydraulic engineering, 
absolute exception must bo taken. 

From tho standpoint of those resposible 
for tho promotion and direction of the pres- 
ent syaten,, it is the ono beat suited to tho 
requirements and conditions of tho city; it 
is the least expensive, compatible with 
efficiency and comploteneas; waB thoroughly 
and carefully designed, and efficiently and 
economically constructed. These uro all 
claims broadly and Btrongly made, it 
ia true, but presented after duo de- 
liberation. On the other hand, what- 
ever failure may havo attended tho 
system aa it exists nr any dissatisfaction 
that may have roaulted, has arisen from two 
well known causes, tho insufficiency of the 
appropriation to completo it on tho scale 
contemplated and neccesary in tho best in- 
terest of the city, and tho action of the 
Council itself in not only failing to Buatain 
tho commissioners and the enginecr-in- 
charge in their recommendations, but in dis- 
regarding them and pursuing an obstruc- 
tionist and vacillating policy that hua been 
illustrated in every department of civic 
administration during tho past two years. 
It hss boon a policy of nogleot, and in ro- 
gard to public and needed works, has 
brought tho name of Victoria into thorough 
disrepute Tho syBtem of sowerago, scien- 
tifically and practically a success, has been 
baulked at every turn and what was in 
every way well conceived and well executed 
has led to complication and stagnation. 

The plana and specifications of tho engi- 
neer and hia subaequent recommendations 
and roports carefully and minutely fore- 
stalled every objection and guarded 
against defectivo operation, and to-day tho 
beat evidenco of auccoaa ia that, after over a 
year's running, not a singlo stoppago or fail- 
uro has occurrod, notwithstanding tho dis- 
advantages undor which it has labored. 
This statement is in accordanco with tho 
report of Mr. Wilmot, dated December 18, 
189.'!. Tho number of connections he re- 
ports ib 326, and the number of oloaots is 
,'!C0, which serves at least a population of 
1800. The wonder iB, with Hush tanks 
only recently constructed, though urged 
atrongly by tho ongineor nearly a year be- 
foro, that atoppagca had not ocourrod. 

Reference haa boon mado to tho obstacles 



thrown in the way of the Commissioners and 
tho cnginoor by tho Council. Their monthly 
roporta endod with being road. They were 
not oven diacuaaed, no notico being taken of 
them, and they served solely to call forth 
abuse, Aa a rule the recommendations of tho 
engineer woro ignored. It was resolved 
to tear up tho View Btreot drain 
after tho engineors appointed to ex- 
amine it had reported it iu good working 
order, in which condition it ia to-day, and 
this resolve, diaastrous if acted upon, would 
havo boen carried into effect had not tho 
Commissioners preventod it. It haB been 
pointed out that fluBh tanks wero only put 
in recently, and gas check valves, recom- 
mended aa a protection against sower gas, 
are still unattended to. Had tho engineer's 
recommendation for tile drains to bo laid in 
tho sewer excavations been adopted a groat 
economy in timo and money would havo 
been effected, and tho present wasto of 
money for surface drains avoided. 

It haa boon assorted, and much haa been 
mado of tho contention, that if Sir. Picker- 
ing's plana for a combined system had been 
adopted tho work, according to hia estimate, 
would havo coat only §1(10,000, or at most 
5500,000, whereas the present system will 
cost §5,000,000 before it ia completed. The 
very contractor Mr. Pickering sent out from 
England to examino tho ground returned 
refusing to accept tho work, and complain- 
ing that Mr. Pickering's figures wero very 
misleading. When we coiiBider that a large 
percentage of tho excavation ia through 
rock and hard pan and, aa we 
all know, very expensive, and that 
the combined system involves very 
much larger main8 und consequently in- 
creased excavations, it is absurd to talk of 
that system being tho cheaper. More than 
that, Mr. Mohun'a estimate, of tho entire 
coBt of tho eiuglo system, complete, is less 
than one million dollars. Whose atatement 
aro wo to accopt ? that of tho man who has 
no professional knowledge of tho subject, 
or that of tho engineer upon whose plauB 
tho work was undertaken 1 

Tho six and one-half miles of mains now 
completed roprosont the most difficult and 
moat expensive part of tho work. So far, 
about §'205,000 has boen expended in actual 
outlay in construction, and roferonco to tl.o 
statement of expenditure will show that it 
has been carried out economically. Tho su- 
pervisionary cost represents only 8i per 
cent, of tho value of the work, whicli will 
compare very favorably with any undertak- 
ings of tho city that can bo pointed to. 

Within tho limits of a single article, it 
would bo impossiblo to tako up all objec- 
tions or pursue tho subject in all the de- 
tails. 15ut the contentious presented in 
outline are capablo of demonstration to tho 
letter. 

As to tho system adopted, there can be 
no doubt as to its efficiency and compara- 
tive economy. It has tho support of the 
most ondnont engineera of the present day. 
It only requires tho co-operation of a well- 
dircc:ed Council and of the ratepayers 
themselves to perfect it on a Bcalo commen- 
surate with the requirements of Victoria 
and equal to the demands of a population of 
100,000 or more persona. A good ayatctn of 
tewerage and drainage ia tho easential to 
our health and comfort, and conditions pre- 
cedent to permanent street improvements. 
So long aa progress is blocked in theso di- 
rections by faction and civic administration 
incompetent to comprehensively appreciate 
the needs of the city und apply itself to the 
task of reform, bo long must it continue to 
retrogrado in public estimation and disap- 
point tho expectation of those who when 
first hopo waa high christened her tho Queen 
City. 

A PRACTICAL MAN. 

It can bo seen at a glance that Mr. 
league's address to those who have asked 
him to become a candidate for tho office of 
Mayor is tho delivoranco of a practical man. 
Mr. league wastes no worda on professions 
or promises. Ho haa nothing to say against 
rival candidates. His address is a business 
address from tho first word to the laBt. Tho 
needa of tho city aro tho only matters that 
ho considers. It ia evident that in his 
estimation timo and spaoo would be waBted 
if ho wero to discuss anything fclBe. 

The addreas iB characteristic, It shows 
the naturo of the man and tho bent of his 
mind. Mr. Tcaguo ia a man of affairs. Ho 
haa no hobbies, and ho doea not bother his 
head about fad8. He addresses himself to 
the business iu hand and says no more 
about oven that than is necessary. Ho is a 
worker rather than a talker or a writer. 

This ia tho kind of man that the citizena 
ought to havo to manage tho city'a ullUira, 
Mr. Touguo knowa tho city thoroughly. 
Ho haa seen it grow up, and has by his own 
individual exertions aided its growth very 
materially. Ho knowa exactly what it 
wants, and if ho had tho opportunity, and 
if tho means wero placed at hia disposal, ho 
would supply its needs without an hour'a 
unnecessary dolay or a word of superfluous 
disciiBBion. Ho would in tho management 
of tho city's affairs put an end to shilly- 
shally, and ho would give no encouragement 
to tho polioy of chatter. Tho work to bo 
done is alwayB, with him, tho principal 
thing, and ho does not allow trifloa to stand 
in tho way of its being accomplished. 

As tho citizens muBt Bee, thoro is much 
for an onorgotic man of action to do in all 
partu of tho city and in overy ono of its 
departments. Nothing has boon finished, 
and nothing ia iu good condition. 

Thero havo boen dawdling and delay and 
indociaion about tho construction of the 
sowors, and thoy aro not finished, nor ia 
thoro any prospect of their being finished 
within a reasonable time. If tho work iB 
not takon hold of by men who aro uaod to 
work, and who know how work ought to bo 
done, tho citizens will havo to wait fifty 
years or moro for a good syatom of sowors. 
Tho rato of progress in tho matter of sowera 
has boon doplorably slow. Would thiB bo 
tho caBo if tho business were iu tho hands of 



men who understood how to carry out largo 
enterprises 1 

Tho water aupply of tho city haa, through 
bad managemont and incapacity, beon going 
from bad to worao, until now both tho ser- 
vico and tho quality of tbo water are mat- 
ters of genoral and bittor complaint. Tho 
water, which ia swoet and puro when it 
enters Klk Lake, is neither swe^t nor puro 
as it runs from tho taps of tho consumers. 
Is this disgraceful atato of things to be 
permitted to continuo ? Aro tho men who 
allowed tho city's wator supply to de- 
teriorate likely to go energetically and in- 
telligently to work to put it in good ser- 
viceable condition? 

Wo aro ashamed to allude to tho state of 
our streets. They aro a reproach to tho 
city and they uro a disgrace to the Corpora- 
tion. They havo boen getting worse and 
worso under tho prosont civio administra- 
tion until their dirty, slovenly, neglected 
condition makes our boautiful city a by- 
word wherever it is known. Doea not tho 
Corporation need a worker at its head, if it 
woro only to euvo V ictoria from the reproach 
of braving tho worst streets of any town on 
tho continent ? 

Thoro ia no need of going further into do- 
tail to eonvinco our readera that this city 
needs a practical man at tho hoad of its af- 
fairs, liffectivo drainage, a puro und plen- 
tiful wator supply, and clean, hard und 
smooth streets uro essential to the health 
und comfort of tho inhabitants of overy city. 
The city which does not possess these re- 
quisites ia badly governed, no matter who 
may havo beon ita rulers. Tbo administra- 
tion which neglects theao and allows them 
to got worse haa proved ita inability to man- 
ago tho city'a affairs. That the city's water 
supply ia inferior to what it waa a few years 
ugo, und that tho streets uro not nearly 
so good aa they have boen cannot be 
denied, and that iu what it haH 
done towards draining tho city tho 
corporation has blundered egregiously, 
overy one ia lorced to admit. What then 
ia tho obvious conclusion that tho reflecting 
citizen muat como to ? Ia it not that a 
pructical man, a man who is used to work 
and who loves work, a man who knows a 
good job from a bad ono, a man who Iiub 
acquired tho habit of watchful superin- 
tendence, bo placed at the head of this city's 
affairs. Mr. Tcaguo haa won a high place 
in this community by the diligent and fuith- 
ful exurciae of the very virtues and talents 
that tho city now requires in ita mayor. 
Would it not be wiso in tho citizena, now 
that they have the chancs, to enliBt those 
virtues and those tulents in their service ? 



A MANLY CANDIDATE. 

Tho manly, straightforward way in which 
Mr. Ledingham addressed tho North Ward 
meeting on Thursday evening should recom- 
mend him to tho electors of that Ward. Ho 
showed that ho had a mind of his own, and 
that ho posbessod principles which ho was 
too independent and too honest to deny or 
even to qualify before a meeting which ho saw 
did not approve of them, It is so common 
to see candidates trimming their speeches 
bo aa to ogreo with aa many as possible of 
their hearers, that it is refreshing to hear a 
candidato expressing opinions which ho 
finds uro opposed to the views of many of 
the doctors whom ho uddresscB. Mr. 
Ledingham proved that ho is a man to be 
trusted, und the discerning elector, though 
lie may not agree with him in everything, 
would do woll to vote for him in preference 
to the candidate who is ready to profeES 
anything and to promiso anything which ho 
finds is agreeublo to his hearers. 

A GOOD MAN. 

J. Keith Wilson, formorly connected 
with tho management of the Hank of 15. C, 
ia spoken of us u candidato for uldermanic 
honors in James Hay ward. Mr. Wilson is 
heavily interested in Victoria, is an excel- 
lent financier, and well acquainted with tho 
most approved methods of civic manage- 
ment.

Ik the Provincial court yesterday after 
■noon George L. Brown was charged before 
Stipendiary Magistrato Macrae with writing 
a threatening letter to Dr. E. B. 0, Han- 
ington.* The evidence, given by Dr. Hun 
ington, Superintendent Huaaey, Provincial 
Chief Stewart, of Nauaimo, and Mr. T. S. 
Milligan (the latter ub an expert in writing), 
wua fairly concluaive, and the accused wus 
formally committed for trial. Ho declined 
to ni'kke any atatement until tho final hear- 
ing of the case. Neither proseoutinn nor 
defence waa in tho hands of counsel at tho 
preliminary inquiry. 

Dr. HASELL, district coroner, presided 
yestcrduy afternoon at an inquest held to 
determine the causo of the death of Loritz 
Bontsen, whose body was found the previ- 
ous ufternoon suspended by a ropo from 
tho ceiling of an outhouse near his cabin. 
Tho jury sworn was compoaed of Messrs. 
Thomas Tugwell (foreman), M. McCahill, 
A. Kusta, Thomas Elliott, F. Gilchrist and 
A. W. B. Joiner. Peter Hansen gave evi- 
dence as to tho identity of the deceased ; 
Peter Barnes deposed to finding tho body 
and H. Stiokman to cutting it down ; and 
Dr. Georgo H. Duncun furniahod medical 
testimony as to tho cause of death. Tho 
verdict submitted waa " That tho deceased 
Lorii/. Bentsen committed suicido by hang- 
ing, while in a despondent mood." Coroner 
Hasell directed tho attention of the fore- 
man and jurors to tho fact that nothing 
could bo found in the evidence to justify 
the latter portion of the finding, and it was 
thereupon amendod to road that tho de- 
ceased "committed Buicide by hanging." 
Bentsen was, as his papers show, an experi- 
enced and capablo seaman. He had aigned 
for tho round voyage on tho Candida, but 
deserted that vea8ol hero, hoping to make 
more money by Bhipping as a Beuler. 

The caso of Joseph Nucci, tho Italian 
bootblack charged with stabbing Rafael 
Pulltan on Christmas eve, was again re- 
manded yestorduy undor very unusual cir- 
cumstances, tho hoaring now being aot for 
tho 12th instant. Chief Sheppard had 
intended to proceed in tho matter yesterday, 
but explained why ho could not in usking 
for tho continuation. The principal witnesB 
for the prosecution is of course tho man Pull- 
tan, who Binco tho stabbing has been a 
patient at tho Jubiloo hospital. Ho was 
there until shortly after midnight Thursday; 
at 4 o'clock yesterday morning the hospital 
authorities telephoned to Polico headquar- 
ters that he had disappeared. No ono knows 
how or when he wont or whether ho had 
aasistanco. Chief Sheppard askod yester- 
day, for a warrant for his arrest as a neces- 
sary witnoaa and tho magistrato announced 
that it would is9uo immediately upon tho 
information being laid. Mr. A. L. Bolyea, 
for the defenco, announced in court yester- 
day that neither hor nor his client had heard 



of Pulltan's escape until it was roferrod to 
by tho Chief; and tho application waB made 
for the releuso of tho accused in hiB own 
recognizances. Tho magistrato determined, 
however, that tho bail should remain us 
before. 

^ABOOT 1 o'c'ock this morning a reflection 
in the sky told of a fire in the Cedar Hill 
diatrict. A Bhowor of sparks lasted 
aonio fifteen minutes, and then ceased 
ita illumination growing Iobb. Chief Doasy 
drove out a mile beyond the city limits, but 
the fire boing still far ahead, ho roturned 
without exactly locating it. 

The dazzling reflection of a great bright 
badge last evening called Officer Carson's 
attention to a man who seemed to find tho 
sidewalk too Blippery to make any progress 
upon it. Investigation proved tho badge to 
bo that of tho Provincial polico, and tho 
wearer Thomas James, who sometimes ia 
the representative of law and order on tho 
Indian reserve, though ho is not, as the 
budge would indicate, a member of tho Pro- 
vincial force. He was placed in tho cells 
charged with being drunk, und will huvo u 
hearing this morning. 

An application was mado yrsterday for a 
mandamus to issue out of tho Supremo 
court to eompol tho city clerk to placo on 
tho municipal voters' list tho name of \V, 
J. Dwyer, a ratepayer of the North ward. 
Mr. Dwyer'a name has for many yoarB been 
on tho list, und ho says that in lSO.'l all 
taxes due by him wero duly paid, so that 
thero was no reason for its omission on thia 
occasion. Tho matter is of more than 
ordinary importance, as Mr. Dvvyer has ex- 
pressed his intention of being a candidate 
for alderman, but unless this application 
succeeds, his eligibility may bo questioned. 

AoAIN is announced a visit by that prince 
of Irish comedianB, Mr. Dan'l Sully, who 
will make hia appearance manifest at the 
Victoria theatre next Monday evening in a 
performance of tho " Corner Grocery," 
which first made him famous as a comedian.

Indiana, and that a largo amount of money 
has been expended in the city in equipping 
tho vcaaela with provisions, etc., us can bo 
oasily imagined when it takes at least §1,500 
to fit out ono small schoonor for an eight 
months' cruiao. Tho latest clearances at 
the customs houso uro tho May Belle, Capt. 
Shields, with 1!) of a crew ; Mary Ellen, 
Capt. Hughes, with 24 of a orew ; Vivu, 
Copt. Anderson, with 25 of a crow ; Vera, 
Capt. Shiolds, with ID of a crew, and Cur- 
lotta G. Cox, with 24 of a crow. Others of 
tho fleet in port, among them tho Penelope, 
Pioneer and Sadie Tin-pel, will also got 
away Boon. Tho ones named are ull bound 
for the Japan coast. 

THE YEAR REVIEWED. 
In their monthly froightand shipping re 
port for January, Mosars. R. P. Rithot & 
Co., Ltd., say : " At tho beginning of a 
now year wo naturally turn to tabulated 
reports of the various industries of tho Pro- 
vince, in order to ascertain their position us 
compared with a year ago. An examination 
of tho figures at present available leads to 
the conclusion that, during the period just 
ended, substantial progress has been made, 
and that tho outlook for tho future ia vory 
hopeful. To this general statement, bow- 
ever, an exception muatbo mode in tho caso 
of lumber, the trade in which has 
been of fair proportions it is true, but 
owing to great depression in all consuming 
markets, prices havo been unromunerative. 
These remarks also apply, although in much 
smaller degree, to the coal industry, in 
which shipments have been, with one excep- 
tion, larger than ever before, but the general 
reault has been disappointing. The salmon 
season turned out entirely successful, tho 
run being particularly good on the Eraser 
river, ,and the pack was the largest on 
record. A close estimate gives the aggre- 
gate as about 575,000 cases, of which up- 
wards of 400,000 cases have been sold or 
consigned to English markets, while the 
balance has been disposed of mainly in 
Eaatorn Canada, Australia and locally. The 
value of tho pack ia about 52,750,000. When 
wo add that, in addition to tho above, moro 
than 2.000,fe)00 pounds fresh and smoked 
and 4,000 barrels salted salmon have boon 
exported, tho importance of tho industry 
will bo recognized. Tho past Beason has 
been u good ono for sealora, but aa tho sub- 
ject has beeu referred to in previous) issues 
of this circular, thero remains little to add, 
aave that tho recent Bales of Beol skina in 
London havo yielded fairly satisfactory ro- 
suits, and that tho sealing floot will number 
vory much the same vessels aa last year. It 
would bo rash to attempt to forecast tho 
offect of the new regulations, as only a prac- 
tical trial can test their utility or futility. 
Such a trial will no doubt bo afforded during 
the coming Beason. 

NEW ENTERPRISES. 
Capt. Pottit's interest in tho steam 
schooner Mischief has been purchased by 
Capt. McCoakrie, and the latter ia now in 
charge of the vessel. Ho has added a large 
ateum winch and other machinery to the vea- 
6el'a equipment, making tho Schooner now 
thoroughly fit for salving purposes. Capt. 
McCoakrie says ho has other machinery 
which ho can readily placo on the steamer 
so that ho can handlo with her quire largo 
undertakings, The steumerleavesfor Nootka 
Sound to-day with a small party who intend 
obtaining a good aample of the marble at 
that place, with a view to placing it on ex- 
hibition in Victoria. The marblo is found 
to bo of such fine quality that it ia the in- 
tention of tho parly leaving on the Miachief 
to start a quarry at jNootka Sound in hopes 
of finding ready sale for its output here. 

ICE ON THE FRASER. 

A Colonist special from New Westmins- 
ter snys : " If tho present cold snap con- 
tinucH another twenty-four hours navigation 
will bo closed by tho ice. Tho ateamer 
Gladys loft port this morning aa usual, 
but camo back about noon, meeting ico at 
W honnock, which obliged her to abandon 
her trip. Tho river waa frczou across at 
that point, tho ice being fully an inch thick. 
The William Irving arrived down from 
Chilliwack early this afternoon. Captain 
Odin reports tho Chilliwack slough frozen 
over, and that there is ice at various points 
along the river. Tho Irving will not try to 
make uu up river trip to-morrow unless tho 
weather moderates considerably in the mean- 
time."

WESTMINSTER'S TAX AND DEBT. 

To the Editor :— In your issuo of to-day 
I find a roport of an address delivered by 
Hon. Mr. Beaven at a public meeting in tho 
City Hall last night, in which a comparison 
is mado of tho uBseasmcut and rato of taxes 
in the three principal cities, which iB mis- 
leading as far as it relates to Westminster. 
Whilo stating that in Victoria und Vuncou- 
vor " improvements " uro uoaesaed at leas 
than their value and a rebate is allowed for 
prompt payment of tuxes, Mr. Beaven 
asserts that tho uBseasmout hero amounts to 
$5,000,000, and the tax is 20 mills. As a 
mutter of fact improvements in Westminster 
are uaaossed at only one half their value, and 
u rebate ot .'1 mills is ullowcd for prompt 
payment. When Mr. Boaven mentioned 
tho " net" rate in Victoria and Vancouver 
he Bhould also havo mentioned, for fair com- 
parison, that the rato in Westminster ia 17 
mills, and not 20. 

Mr. Beaven is alao reported to have made 
a comparison of the debeuturo debt of the 
threo cities, "allowing an advantage on the 
part of Victoria." Tho data upon which 
that comparison was mado is not given, but 
I may say that tho debonturo debt ot West- 
minster is 5 ( j;i:!,000, against, which liieie is 
on hand sinking fund and interest u mount- 
ing to $50,462. Of thia debt §57 1,000 ia 
represented by the waterworks and olectric 
light, both of which have been constructed 
and aro owned by tho corporation, and 
which aro both revenuo producing and will 
shortly be self-sustaining. The totul de- 
benture debt of the city, thereforo, that will 
in a few years require to bo carried by taxes 
is 5302.0CO. If, on fair comparison, Vic- 
toria can mako a moro favorable exhibit 
than this, tho ratepayers of that city are 
certainly to bo congratulated. It may bo 
odded that our waterworks syBtom is fur su- 
perior to any other in this province, while 
our electric light system ia the envy of all 
who have inspected it. D. Ronso.v,

Gentlemen,— Belle vin t; that but a cer- 
tain few attond public meotings and that 
certain others almost religiously Btay away 
from public meetings, it has occurred to me 
that it will be impossible for any candiduto 
in tho short time before election to person- 
ally talk to the majority of tho voters ; 
therefore I havo resolved to — through the 
medium of the preBs — but forward my views 
on a few subjects which may bo considered 
important, in order that all may be made 
fully aware of my sentimentB. 

Sewerage — With reference to sewer- 
ogo, I boliovo that the true interests 
ot the city imperatively demand a complete 
system of sewerage. I should therefore use 
every effort to carry out to completion the 
present separate system. 

Taxation — With regard to tho difficult 
problem of taxation, my best efforts will bo 
to secure tho lowest rato compatible with 
the true interests of the city. Why a fine 
should bo imposed on any person making 
improvements I cannot see. 

I would also aim at economical and 
ellioient expenditure of city funds, which I 
am quite euro is not done at present, money 
continuously being wasted through vurious 
causes. 

I tako the positive stand that tho conduct 
of municipal affairs coming before the mayor 
and aldermen must bo kept entirely distinct 
from politics. 

Water Supply— Thia important and long 
neglected matter should receivo attention. 
Portions of tho water shed, now a Bourcc of 
danger, should bo acquired by tho city, the 
whole lake fencod in, vegetable matter re- 
moved from Beaver lake, tho dam improved 
so that tho water now running to wuBto 
should bo stored, Oltera constructed, etc. 
The reckless waste of water by consumers 
should bo Btoppcd. If these matters aro 
attended to, the ratepayers will got all tho 
water wanted, as well as pressuro for all 
purposes. 

JAMES Bav— I am in favor of building a 
pormunent roadway full width of Govern- 
ment atrcot and securing from parties who 
have tho necessary earth etc , and under- 
taking to deposit tho same therein until tho 
wholo bed is filled at aH little cost as possiblo 
to tho city. This would make a grand im- 
provement, form a largo apiount of proporty, 
which could he leased out and soon made to 
return u magnificent income to tho corpora- 
tion, furnish employment for a largo number 
of mon and cost tho taxpayers but a com- 
paratively trilling sum. 

Another thing to which I wish to call 
your attention is tho matter in which a 
largo number of voters aro annually disfran- 
chised. 1 contoiid that ovory voter should, 
on domand, bo presented by tlio proper 
ofiicor with a dotuilod Btatemont of his in- 
debtedness, and upon paymont of tho same 
receive a rccoipt in full of all demands, and 
not, in tho end, aftor paying possibly hun- 
dreds of dollars, find that tho omiBaion of 
snmo minor thing has robbed him of all 
voico in the affairs of tho city.

" MIDSUMMER NIGHT'S DREAM." 



Au Artistic and Successful Entertain- 
ment Given at the Cathedral 
Schoolroom. 



Pupils of Auirela College Creditably 
Acquit Themselves— The 
Youthful Stars. 

"Tho Midsummer Night's Dream," as 
given at tho mooting of tho Diooeean Litor- 
ary and Scientific Society by tho pupils of 
Angela College on Thursday evening was a 
great success. 

The Cathedral school room was filled to 
overflowing by 8 o'clock, and, though seating 
for 300 had been provided in anticipation of 
a full houso, evory seat was occupied and a 
groat many who camo lato had to pay for 
their want of punctuality by standing 
duringthe performance. "Titania" spoko the 
prologue written by Mr. Scaife with admir- 
a'uio effect, though as subsequent events 
showed thero was no causo to " bog our 
worship's pardon for temerity " in tho 
daring taBk undertaken by tho porformors, 
as ono and all acquitted thenisolveB admir- 
ably and afforded abundant ovideuco of tho 
care and patience bestowed on their train- 
ing. The enunciation of some of tho girls 
was really excellent, " Flute " making every 
point und showing that she had thoroughly 
grasped tho character. " Quince," who 
also pluyed the part of tho "prologue," 
brought down tho houso by her clever acting 
of tho lutter part, her semaphoric signalling 
being thoroughly appreciated and tho, audi- 
ence vociferously demanding an encoro. 
" Bottom " did full justico to tho excellent 
part of tho weaver, hor by play in the lovo 
sceno with "Titania" provoking roars of 
laughter. " Oberou " and " Titania " spoko 
tho beautiful lines allotted to thorn (unongat 
tho most beautiful that Shakespeare ever 
wrote) exceedingly well, and looked evory 
inoh a fairy King and Queen. All the 
dresses were good, and tho effect of the 
colored lights thrown on the group of 
sleeping fairies, arrayed in portraiture of 
differonC flowers, was pretty in tho extreme. 
A glee conducted by Mr. Clreig, and sung 
behind tho scenes during the act, added 
greatly to tho effect. 

The final sceno, wherein tho mechanics 
act their famous play of " Pyramus and 
his lovo Thisbe " beforo tho Duko and 
Duchess kept tho audience in continual 
laughter, tho parts of the " hard-handed 
mon who work in Athens," being all well 
sustained. " Lion " Bhook hor tawny mane 
and roared so that it did tho audience's as 
well as tho Duke's heart good to hear her. 
"White Wall" and "Moonshine" de- 
served their full meed of applause. Tho 
latter's dog, indeed, aotcd as if to tho manor 
born, showing an indifferonco to his unac- 
customed surroundings which was irre- 
sistibly funny. 

Tho grouping and costuming of the court 
scene were very pretty, but "Theseus" 
and " Hippolyte," " Demetrius " and " Ly- 
Bander," spoke hardly loud enough to be 
heard at the end of tho room. A well ar- 
ranged group of all the performerB, some 30 
in number, with colored lights brought the 
play to a close amidac vociferous applause. 

Let no one say henceforward that Shak- 
spere is unappreciated in Victoria. Thurs- 
day night proved the contrary in tho mOBt 
unequivocal manner, and it iB to be hoped, 
as Bishop Perrin said in his remarks during 
the interlude, that other and even greater 
surprises in the Bame direction aro in 
Btore. 

The second part of tho programme, owing 
to the lateneaB of tho hour, had to be Bome- 
what curtailed, but Mr. Foulkea and Mr. 
Webber caused roars of laughter by their 
clever rendering, in coBtume, as Mr. and 
Mrs Jarley, of a topical veision of " Wo 
have just had a wire to say so," all the local 
hits telling with great effect. Mr. Bushby 
and Mr. Aspland contributed SOlos which 
were much appreciated, and shortly beforo 
11 tho audience separated, thoroughly sat 
iefied with tho evening's performance.

Ifeo-WELEN GOULD was lin- 
! M=tefl «gering Into at Lyndlrurst. 

Dull clouds at intervals 
obscured the brightness of 
tlio morning sunshine na 
tho writer alighted from 
tho railway train at Tarry- 
town and stepped into tho waiting car- 
riage driven by the cheery faced old 
coachman of the household. 

Lyndhurst, the country seat of the 
great financier, where he sought almost 
vainly to emancipate himself from the 
cares and anxieties of the turbulent 
maelstrom of Wall street life, covers 
about 200 acres of a beautiful stretch of 
country, situated midway between tho 
towns of Irvington and Tarrytown. 

The mansion itself is a gray stono 
pilo of Gothic architecture, tho severo 
simplicity of the pointed arches of 
which is softened by tho small latticed 
panes of tho windows and the draperies 
within. Tho spacious porch incloses a 
marble tiled vestibule, with twin ped- 
estals and busts on either side, and is 
furnished with settees and chairs of 
oak, carved and shaped in harmonious 
Gothic fashion. 

Tho writer, who is expected, passes at 
once to a small room on tho eastern 
front of tho house, where tho autumn 
sunshine, through tho broad bow win- 
dow, gleams fitfully on tho waxed floor, 
overspread with a Persian rug. 

And hero sho is this morning, with a 
stuck of correspondence at her side, 
eoated in a great armchair, with its 
pointed back rising high above her 
head. Helen Gould, head of tho house- 
hold from which her beloved father 
passed last winter, guardian of her 
young brothers and sisters, custodian 
of the wealth that is hers and theirs— 
picture her in this fashion, ns sho rises 
to greet tho incomer: small, fragile, 
black robed; a pale face, from which 
very dark soft hair is upturned from a 
broad white forehead and loosely knot- 
ted upon tho crown of her head, small 
features, a pensivo expression that 
would bo sad wero it not for a sweet 
smilo that now and again passes across 
and illumines tho countenance Tho 
glory of her face lies in her eyes. These 
aro largo, gray, lustrous, pathetic in 
their softness and seriousness. Her 
hands are dimply, white and infantile. 
Ono ring, a huge sapphire of deepest 
hue, set between two largo diamonds of 
limpid purity, is their only ornament. 
A littlo restless clasping of them at 
times just hints a nervousness under ex- 
cellent control, 

Conversation turned upon tho salient 
features of tho lato campaign, and tho 
littlo maid of millions spoko up ear- 
nestly, thoughtfully and valiantly upon 
women and tho ballot, in words that 
should bo carried to her sisterhood of 
taxpayers, to tho wives and mothers 
who desire tho protection of their own 
and their children's interests by per- 
sonal representation, to the women of 
thought and action who by their puns 
and deeds have thrown down tho bar- 
riers and opened highways to profes- 
sional life, as well as to tho feminine 
industrial classes upon whom have de- 
volved tho duties of breadwinners, ne- 
cessity erf: ited through misfortune, 
affliction, neglect or inability upon tho 
part of husbands and fathers to provide 
them with tho physical comforts and 
requirements of lite. 

"I think," said Helen Gould quietly, 
"and I am expressing as well tho con- 
victions of my father, for wo were thor- 
oughly in consonance upon this subject, 
that it is unreasonable and unjust that 
women should not be endowed with tho 
full rights of a citizen, which include 
tho ballot. When women in so many 
and widely differing spheres of life and 
labor are giving such remarkable evi- 
dences of mind, skill and ability, how 
can their claims to consideration be so 
disregarded that they aro deprived of 
tho legal recognition that is denied 
only to prisoners, traitors, idiots, China- 
men or Indiana among men?" 

"But what effect would it have upon 
woman to bo accorded a right at tho 
polls?" was inquired. 

"Tho tendency would bo," sho an- 
swered warmly, "to dignify and elevate 
her. It would broaden her intelligence 
and increase her sense of responsibility. 
There is no reason why an understand- 
ing of politics should make a woman 
masculine in hoi manners or conduct. 
No mother is less devoted because she 
knows Latin and Greek. Children aro 
more carefully guarded against possi- 
ble ills, sinco women understand sani- 
tation and hygienic law. Every house- 
Wife employs care and watchfulness to 
see they aro not neglected and returns 
to her embroidery with a sense of secur- 
ity. No amount of cultivation and 
activity need mako her less womanly. 
Why should an understanding of tho 
policies of government work a greater 
change, than an intelligent comprehen- 
sion of various other subjects?" 

It was remarked that so few women 
lad any knowledge of politics, where- 
upon Miss Gould resumed half medi- 
tatively: 

" If women aro accorded rights that 
will create direct personal interest in 
jolitical measures, moro of thorn will 
tudy tho subject and prcparo them- 
lyea to form opinions and tako an ac- 



tive part. Tho majority of women have 
infinitely moro leisure than men, and 
that affords them opportunity to give 
tho topic and all its details much closer 
'attention. There is a very largo num- 
ber of women who can — in fact, I think 
most women can — tako somo tiine from 
their domestic duties to give to so im- 
portant a subject. Therefore, with this 
greater leisure, they ought in a very 
short time to bo far better equipped to 
deal with political questions than their 
fathers and husbands." 

"But you would not liko anything to 
take women out of their homo life, 
would you?" 

"I don't like anything that takes men 
out of their home life," was the an- 
swer. "But thero is no reason why tho 
routine of the homo circle should bo 
disturbed by either man or woman giv- 
ing a little time to the consideration of 
politics. Thero aro not many subjects 
that aro moro important to them than 
their interests and obligations as citi- 
zens. " 

"What effect would it have upon 
politics to grant women suffrage?' Miss 
Gould was asked. 

"In my opinion," sho replied, "there 
would undoubtedly bo less corruption ; 
the effect would tend to a general puri- 
fication. Unquestionably tho influence 
of educated, right minded, thinking 
women could not fail to bo of general 
benefit." 

"But all women aro not educated 
and right minded," was commented. 

"Educational qualifications aro not 
demanded of men as they should be." 
she answered. "The lack of this throws 
the balance on the side of ignorance 
unfortunately, anyway. Still 1 think 
women have high standards of moral- 
ity and try to adhere to correct princi- 
ples generally. Then it is certainly tho 
custom in this country to afford the 
daughters of a family the hist facilities 
possible for cultivation; follow this 
with tho greater leisure at their com- 
mand generally, and I do not see but 
that tin; enfranchisement of women will 
create a large, intelligent class of voters 
to counteract tho misc hief that can he 
wrought by the ignorant, corrupt, for- 
eign wreckage of humanity that washes 
up for registration annually, men who 
have no interest in our institutions nor 
patriotic pride in our country's ad- 
vancement. " 

"You aro fond of America, " said the 
writer. 

"I lovo my country," she answered. 
"All my dearest associations aro center- 
ed hero. Hero aro all my ties, my fam- 
ily, my friends, my home. I am glad 
that I am an American, rejoice that I 
livo in this glorious land, which, though 
it has not yet afforded its daughters 
full legal recognition, yields us su-

premacy in so many other directions. 
Thero is no other country where women 
aro treated with so much deferenco and 
chivalry by men as in tho United 
States, or whero they reign in woman's 
kingdom with such undisputed author- 
ity." 

"How long wero you abroad, and are 
you not anxious to go again?" Miss 
Gould was asked. 

"Wo spent five months in travel in 
Europe and tho oast. The degraded con- 
dition of women in heathen countries 
impressed me most painfully, and I felt 
grateful that I lived in a land in which 
my sex was afforded so many rights 
and privileges. The recognition, a 
recognition constantly increasing, of 
women is entirely duo to Christianity, 
I think. Yes, I hope to go abroad some 
time, and maybe pay a longer visit, but 
I should nut mako a vwy protracted 
stay. I am glad to see so many Amer- 
icans go abroad every year, gladder 
still to see them return, content and 
pleased to be back in their native coun- 
try. • 1 think it is a pity, though, that 
so man}' spend so much money abroad. " 

"Sometimes they liny themselves hus- 
bands and titles," was ventured, won- 
dering ..s to the point of view from 
which tin; richest girl in America would 
view this subject. 

"How absurd it is for a girl of 
American training and education to de- 
sire to marry a titled foreigner!" sho 
replied. "Ot course," sho continued, 
"if such a marriage is based upon mo- 
tives of affection purely and solely, it 
does not matter if the husband is a for- 
eigner of title or" — ■ — ■ 

Miss Gould broke off abruptly, and 
with a quiet laugh exclaimed, "Oh! 
there, I am talking too much. What a 
very great deal I have been saying ! 
Perhaps though, it was proper I should 
express myself regarding my sex in a 
political connection. I hope it has not 
sounded self opinionated or assertive." 

There is no young woman in tho land 
whoso fortune renders her so conspicu- 
ous as this modest, retiring girl, regard- 
ing whom curious interest is so alive, 
and who so carefully Bcreens herself 
and her movements from public notice. 
Ask her concerning her labors in char- 
itable and x'hilauthropic fields, and sho 
will answer, "lam credited with much 
I do not do." Question her regarding 
her personal tastes, pastimes and pur- 
suits, and her smiling reply will be. 
"What does it mntter what they aro?"

From tho appeuranco of tho steamer 
sho must havo been pressed during tho run 
up, and tho chances aro that it ia not more 
than ten days siucoBhe left Honolulu. Her 
starboard coal bunkora wore apparently 
empty and she had a decided liat to port. 
At the navy yard the cutter will go out of 
commission and will bo returned to the 
custom houso authorities. Tho Mohican is 
at Mare Island fully equipped and provis 
ioned, and if more assistance is required at 
Honolulu sho can bo got ready und dis 
patched in an hour.
